If..—The restriction of 


immigration as proposed by flie L-od^e 
bill no\« before congress was objected 
to in this city last night in the form of 
an enthusiastic rally in Faneull hall. 
Many prominent citizens of Boston lent 
their presence to the meeting to show 
their opposition to a restricted immigra- 
tion, among ther.i being Godfrey Morse, 
\Yilliam Llftyd Garrison, Patrick 
A. 


Collins, He\, Charles Fleischer and Rev. 
B. F. Trueblood. 


Godfrey Morse asked If there was no 


more room for settlers, when we have 
millions of acres of land lying idle in the 
treat west. "What Is th« quality of the 
educational test the people of the Ha- 
waiian islands could stand, and could 
they read 20 Unas of the constitution? 
Thi'gteat trouble lies in the improper 
distribution of our immigrants, and on 
this point we should center our atten- 
tion and distribute properly raiher than 
restrict improperly our Immigration. 


Mr. Trueblood cited reasons why the 


Lodge bill should be defeated. It is tbe 
people of the seaboard states who urge 
the doctrine of restriction while the 
people of the central and western states 
protest against It. He iinestioned the 
statement that the United States has a 
sutttcient number of people, and said our 
entire population would tit comfortably 
into the state of Texas. The friends of 
Mr. Lodge's bill received sarcastic re- 
marks at his hands when he referred to 
them as native American demagogues. 
who scorn the immigrants now. but rush 
to manipulate their vote at the ballot 
box. In closing he said that if the bill 
was signed it would be a miserable fail- 
ure and would bring-us Into contempt of 
every nation on the earth. 


Mr. Garrison believed the rights of the 


poor, ignorant foreigners who came to 
our shores are as sacred as those of the 
junior Massachusetts senator. The fal- 
lacy of the educational test is that It 
would create a new business for men to 
go over to Europe and, returning, teach 
a shipload of illiterates to pass the test. 
Letters of regret from Congressman John 
F. Fitzgerald and Pn>sident Eliot of 
Harvard university were read. 


Rev. Mr. Fleischer said the Lodge bill 


was a partisan movement, and claimed 
that Senator Hoar had done more injury 
to humanity than the votes of 1000 il- 
literate Immigrants could possibly do. 
He read a set of resolutions protesting 
against the enactment of the bill into a 
law. The resolutions set forth that 
America Is still a land of immigrants, 
and from the time of the pilgrim fathers 
to our own day has been the refuge of 
the oppressed peeking "life, liberty and 
happiness" on th«se shores; that human 
migration Is merely an obedience to 
natural law; that education alid moral- 
ity do not necessarily go hand in hand; 
that ability to read or write does not 
serve as a tost of manhood or of worth; 
that neither the industrial interests of 
the laboring classes, nor the political 
interests of the nation and the principles | 
of democracy are menaced by the freest 
Influx of all not barred from this coun- 
try by existing immigration laws. The 
lesolutions were unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Morse reviewed the principle of 


Thomas Jefferson to open this country 
to the world, and the result Is that today 
we are the greatest and most prosper- 
ous people In the world. In the great 
crisis th"se 
foreign-born Americans 


lifted the flag from the dust. led by such 
men as Sherman and Sheridan. 


Mr. Collins made forcible remarks on 


the educational test, and cited numbers 
of men who have guided the ship of state 
and led our armies whose parents per- 
haps could not read nor write a line of 
our constitution. He admitted the just- 
ness of setting barriers against the un- 
desirable, but the bill on the contrary 
offers inducements to that class which 
eventually becomes a public menace, 
and bars the way against those who fill 


ur factories and till our fields, simply 
ecause they could not read 20 lines of 
ur constitution.

GEORGIA MILL PROFITABLE. 


Boston. Feb. 10.—The annual meeting 


of th« Massachusetts cotton mill of 
Lowell was held Monday at the office of 
the treasurer. The annual meeting of 
the Massachusetts mill in Georgia was 
also held. Reports on the year's busi- 
ness of the two mills stated thaLthe mill 
in Lowell, in common with other north- 
ern manufactories of cotton goods, had 
suffered from the depressed condition 
of the trade and low prices, w hich were 
below- what many classes of goods could 
be produced for under the rates of wages 
obtaining in Massachusetts. On the 
other hand, the plant in Georgia, making 
goods similar bo those made in Lowell 
«ind obtaining the same prices, owing to 
the lower cost of manufacture, due to 
cheaper wages, longer hours, lower tax- 
ation and lower cost of power, had been 
al.le to return a fair profit. 
Influenced 


by these results, the following vote was 
passed unanimously by the stockhold- 
ers- "In view of the facts that certain 
products of the Massachusetts cotton 
null at Lowell cun be produced at the 
mill in Lindale. Ga.. fora lower cost than 
they can be produced at Lowell, it is 
therefore voted that the directors be In- 
structed to consider the possibility of 
an extension of the business in Georgia, 
r-nd report thereon at some future meet- 
ing of the corporation."

TVilkesbarre, P?.. Feb. 
15.—Marcy 


uncavage testified at the deputies' trial 
esterday that he was marching with 
he strikers at West Hazelton when the 
hfenlt seized him. He begged to be let 
o, whereupon the sheriff said: "You 
eem to be a good fellow: you had better 
;et away from this, as there Is going lo 
ie big trouble here today." Continuing, 
.'itness said that when the strikers ar- 
ived at Lattimer he was about 20 feet 
lehind the marchers. He then heard 
he sheriff give the order to "Fire," and 
a shot followed. The shot fame from 
near where the sheriff stood. 


Gc-orge Resoter, in a long story of the 
hooting, brought out a fact not given 
before, that at the firing of the flrst shot 
the flagbearer at the head of the column 
of strikers fell dead in tfie ditch border- 
ng the road. The witness did not know 
the man's name. He saw two other men 
wounded while running away. 


Andrew Sivar said after the volley 


fired by the deputies at Lattimer a large 
number of them ran after the strikers 
and kept firing as they ran. Under a 
severe cross-examination 
he 
finally 


stated that IK- was at an artesian well 
at Harwood \\ hen the firing took place. 
This well is quite out of sight of any 
part of the scene. 


Thomas Raczlck, speaking about the 


meeting at Harwood the night before the 
Bhootlnf?, said a delegate, Joseph Cal- 
tlck, came over from Lattimer and asked 
them to march over there the next day 
and Invite the men employed there to 
join the strike. The giving of this delo- 
Kate's name is new evidence. RaczlJ- 
told about seeing several men full. 
He 


knew one, Steve TJrach, who wag killed 
and was near him when he was shot. 
This closed the evidence for the day.
